officer in time of peace. 

“He was practically an ill man when 
he was selected for this important 
duty,” said Mr. Metcalf, “but his splen- 
did record justified the department in 


giving him this recognition of his long) 


and efficient service. -He;was. one of 
the most efficient and capable officers 
the navy has known, and his name has 
been a household word for many 
years.” 

One of the iron links that bound 
the old navy to the new, a command- 
figure in each, was’ Robley 
Evans. He aid not take Kindly to the 
sobriquet of “Fighting Bob,” for ali- 
though of gruff exterior, he was a man 
of the kindliest impulses. Thus it 
never was used in his presence by his 
friends. But the dauntless courage 
in times of great emergency; the grim 
determination with ‘which he faced 
overwhelming odds and. the. stoicism 
with which he bore his wounds and 
gazed unflinching in the face of death 
made the title so appropriate that as 
“Fighting Bob” he was known wher- 
ever the English language is spoken. 

Evans During Civil War. 

Evans was a mere boy when he was 
sent to the naval academy at Annapo- 
lis. Before he had got far with his 
studies the civil way broke out, and, 
throwing “his ‘books to the winds, he 
went to sea and was. assigned to 
blockade duty. It was fn one of the 
“two attacks made by the northern 
navy upon the powerful defenses at 
Fort Fisher, N. C., that young Evans 
received the wound through the thigh 
that made him a cripple for lifes He 
suffered three other wounds but as 
soon as he was discharged from the 
hospital he again plunged into the 
fighting and served until the end of the 
civil war with great -credit. 

With the ending of the war there 
came a period of = stagnation which 
marked the passing of the old wooden 
navy. Evans drifted for a time into 
civil pursuits, although never relin- 
quishing his connection with the serv- 
ice. In fact, as s00n as congress Mman- 
ifested its purpose to meet the insist- 
ent. demand of Secretaries Chandler 
and Whitney for a renovation of the 
American navy, Evans came back into 
the service and was one of the leading 
spirits in planning the rudiments of

It happened that with the gunboat 
Yorktown, he dropped in at Valparai- 
so, Chile, in 1891, and found an oppor-

Some 
of the American sailors had been mal- 
treated and murderously' assaulted, 
and Evans felt it his duty to demand 
protection and reparation. The odds 
against him were grotesquely large. 
The tiny Yorktown lay in the harbor 
under the guns of the whole Chilean 
fleet, yet Evans never faltered, but 
carried out his purpose and = sailed 
away triumphantly with his colors fly- 
ing and the band playing the American 
‘national air to accompaniment of 
sullen salutes from the Chilean forts 
and warships. 

In the Spanish-American War. 


A few busy years engaged in duty 
on the construction board, which 
planned the modern battleships and 
cruisers, and in several long cruises 
to try out the result of his brain work 
on the high seas brought Evans, then 
a commander, to the opening of the 
Spanish-American war. He wanted a 
battleship and he got one—one of the 
best—the Iowa, which represented 
the latest product of the American 
ship yards. 

When Cervera’s fleet made its fatal 
dash trough the blockading ships off 
Santiago on July 3, 1898, Captain 
Evans’ ship ‘took a notable part in 
the .50-mile running fight that follow- 
ed. For his gallantry in this action 
he received the thanks of congress and 
was promoted, 

As a fullfledged rear admiral, Evans 
was called upon to take the Atlantic 
fleet around the world, and how he 
was selected has already been told 
by former Secretary Metcalf. That 
brilliant achievement, the: first world 
cruise of an armored fleet of that size 
and power, fully tested Admiral Evans’ 
ability as an organizer and a com- 
mander. All that the public knew 
was that sixteen battleships had made 
a 25,000-mile, cruise; they could not 
imagine what that meant to the di- 
recting mind of the fleet, of the many 


charts of harbors and reefs, of plan- 
ning for supplies of fuel and food 
and of keeping together in contented 
and happy mood the thousands of men 
who made up the crews of the war- 


ships, 
_ Active Duty Terminated. 

By the time he had reached San 
Francisco the strain had become SU 
severe that he was unable torleave his 
bed, and it was necessary to relieve 
him from the command at that place. 

Active duty terminated for Admiral 
Evans at that point. It is true that 
he did not go on the retired list until 
a few months afterwards, but never 
again was he called upon to direct the 
movements of a ship or a fleet. He 
retired to his quaint, old-fashioned 
home in this city, and, surrounded by 
his family, spent in happiness the few 
remaining years of his life. His leis- 
ure gave him opportunity to execute 
his long cherished idea of telling some 
of his wonderful experiences, and 
these he nad set out in some books 
which are fo be found in the libraries 
of every American naval vessel, and 
wherever men. like to read of gallant 
exploits on the sea. 

‘he funeral will be held Friday, al- 
though the exact hour is not yet set, 
and it is expected that Admiral Evans 
will be buried in the National ceme- 
tery at Arlington, with full naval 
honors. 

With Sorrow and Surprise. 


Newport, R. L, January 3.—News of 
the death of Rear Admiral Evans was 
received with sorrow, and surprise in 
naval circles here. Officers of all 
grade spoke lovingly of “Fighting Bob,” 
as Admiral Evans was well Known in 
Newport, having been here frequently 
in the summer. 

Lieutenant Commander Frank T. 
Evans, son of the sea fighter, had been 
in Newport up to this morning, but 
tonight was believed to be too far at 
sea for immediate notification of his 
father’s death. He left this morning 
in command of the torped@ boat de- 
stroyer Monahan for Guantanamo, 
Cuba, where the Atlantic fleet is to 
hold its winter rendezvous. tl is be- 
lieved here tat the flagship Patter- 
son, of the destroyer fleet, it the only 
vessel equipped with wireless, and that 
her apparatus is not sufficiently high- 
powered to bring her within call of 
shore stations tonight.

Ex-Mayor Bookwalter, of In- 
dianapolis Says Officials 


Who Knew McNamara Was'| 


Dynamiting Were_ Affiliated 
With Samuel Gompers. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 3.—De- 
tective William J. Burns, before leav- 
ing late today for Philadelphia, open- 
ly charged former Mayor Charles A. 
Bookwalter of this city, with negli- 
gence in not having prosecuted John 
J. McNamara two years ago on evi- 
dence in his possession indicating that 


officials of the International Associa- 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers had caused dynamite explo- 


j sions here. 


Burns declared that the former 
mayor dropped the investigation and 
not long afferwards was invited to be- 
come a member of a printing firm do- 
ing much work for national labor 
unions, and in which already Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation “ef Labor, is reported to 
him to have been interested. 

Bookwalter, in an interview today, 
denied that Gompers at any time had 
in the printing firm 
or that he knew him intimately, but 
Said that partners in the firm were 
Leo M. Rappaport, counsel for the 
International Association .of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, and 
Hugo Thorsch, a long-time friend of 
Gompers. 

Told Leaders of McNamara’s Guilt. 

Bookwalter admitted that two years 
ago he had told a score of prominent 
national labor leaders affiliated with 
Samuel- Gompers and the American 
Federation of Labor, that he was con- 
vinced of the guilt of John J. McNa- 
mara and the iron workers’ union in 
connection with the four explosions 
On property of Albert von Spreckel- 
sen, in October, i909. 

“Why didn’t Bookwalter pursue his 
investigation?” queried. Burns, “eith- 
er a8 mayor or as a private citizen 
after he retired from office shortly 
afterwards? If he knew, as he Says he

“I never have had business eelations 
With Samuel Gompers,” said Thorsch, 
“though { nave optained large prini- 
ing contracts with labor unions. Mr. 
Bookwalter came into this firm’ be- 
cause he wished to engage in the bus- 
iness and he was a desirable partner.”’ 

Bookwalter, in turn, stated that his 
reason for dropping the dynamite in- 
vestigation was that he personally had 
financed it and when his term of of- 
fice as mayor expired he felt that his 
public interest in it was ended. 

“We were on a street car together 
one day shortly after the von Spreck- 
élsen explosion in October, 1909,” said 
Bookwalter today, “when John J., 
whom I knew very well, asked me in 
a taunting way if I had learned who 
blew up the buildings. I was irritat- 
ed. those days because I myself had 
received threatening létters and had 
to have a guard at my house for sixty 
days so I answered rather hotly, ‘Yes, 
I could put my hand on one of them 
without leaving this car.’”’ 


Told Score of Labor Leaders. 


Asked whether he told anyone else 
besides McNamara of what his inves- 
tigation had disclosed, he said: “Yes, 
I told a score of labor leaders what I 
knew and that the iron workers were 
to blame.” 

“What did they say when you blam- 
ed the iron workers?’ 

“I think some of them gaid it was a 
damned shame.” 

“Did any of these men tell Mr. Gom- 
pers that suspicion pointed strongly to 
the guilt of the iron workers?’ 

“I don’t know whether they told 
him or not but Sam Gompers is one of 
the best informed men in this coun- 
try." 

Bookwalter said that Gompers yvis- 
ited Indianapolis several times subse- 
quent to his own conversations with

Mr. Gompers said his work 
was in the direction of organizing the 
working people to secure for them 
better conditions both economically, 
legislatively “and in every other field 
of useful activity.” 

“I have enough other work«to do,” 
said Mr. Gompers, “without bothering 
with dynamiting. I know nothing of 
dynamiting or anything connected 
with such work: I am kept very busy 
attending to the administrative work 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
There really should be no need of my

THEFT OF $140,000 
CHARGED TO HIM 


Alleged Vandetoef Robbed 
Wholesale House of Which 
He Was Treasurer. 


New York, January 3.—Percy G. 
Vanderoef, well known in mercantile 
circles in this city, surrendered at the 
Criminal Courts’ building late today to 
face charges of embezzlement of ap- 
proximately $140,000 from the large 
wholesale dry goods house of Van 
Keuren and Thornton company, of 
which he was treasurer.

Vanderoef is 37 years old, and lives 
in Bast Orange, N. J., with a mother 
and sister.

District Attorney Whitman appear- 
ing at the arraignment of Vanderoef 
on the technical charge of the larceny 
of $200 by drawing a check on the 
firm to pay personal restaurant and 
taxicab bills, declared the treasurer's 
books indjeated shortages amounting 
to over $100,000, covering a period of 
fourteen years. All of the alleged de- 
falcations were by check transactions, 
covered up, it is alleged, by fictitious 
entries on the firm’s books. So im- 
plicit had been the trust in Vanderoef 
that his accounts had undergone but 
perfunctory examination until recently, 
when suspicion was aroused.

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County Commissioners Take Ac- 
tion Regarding Work For City, 


Chief Rowan Submits Report 
Showing the Number of Ar- 


rests Made by His Men Dur- 


ing the Year—Decrease in 
Crime Is Shown.

Hereafter the county! will do no 
street work in the city of Atlanta un- 
less the legally constituted authori- 
ties shall request that the work be 
done and assume all liability risks in 
the matter. This is the result of a 
resolution which was passed at the 
meeting of the county commissioners 
Wednesday and the action was taken 
because the county feels that the pres- 
ent system of doing work within the 
city limits is not satisfactory. * 

The resolution states that under the 
former system, the citizens looked to 
two authorities for the work, and 
confusion and injustice often resulted. 

Also stated the resolution, there was 
a lack of full co-oberation between 
the city and county, each being igno- 
rant of the others plans, and delay and 
loss often resulting. Another reason 
is that often, after the county has 
gone to the expense and labor of put- 
ting down paving, it is torn up again 
for sewerage and pipings that should 
be laid first. 

In order to eliminate such confusion 
and,waste, the county commissioners 
agreed that the city should request 
work to be done, should furnish pro- 
files and surveys and should assume 
liability risks, 

Also tn order to further facilitate 
matters, the commissioners resolved 
that .the public works committee 
should invite the city authorities to 
confer with them at the first of each 
vear in order to settle upon a schedule 
of work, 

New Position Created. 

The board of commissioners have 
algo created the office of highway en- 
gineer for Fulton county, and Tom 
Wilson, formerly assistant chief of con- 
struction for the city, has accepted the 
position at a salary of $1,800 per an- 
nuin 

He resigned his place with the city 
to accept the county’s offer. He will 
make surveys, profiles, estimates, 
measurements and do all other work 
of the kind required for the roads and 
bridges of the county. His work will 
be under the supervision of the com- 
mittee of public works and the super- 
intendent of public works. 

The salary of Superintendent T. J. 
Donaldson was raised from $3,600 to 
$4,800; that of Si Donald, assistant su- 
perintendent, was raised. from $1,800 
to $2,400, and the salary of Dr. S&S H. 
Green, county physican, was increased 
from $1,000 to $1,350. . 

The salaries of the county police 
were also raised, ag follows: Chief 
Zach Rowan, from $125 to $140 a 
month; patrolmen from $85 to $90 a 
month, and lieutenants from $90 to 
$100. . 

Chief Rowan and his men were 
highly commended _§ for the services 
they have rendered to the county. Shel- 
by Smith, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, wrote Chief Rowan a personal 
letter, telling him that the county was 
well pleased and commending the zeal 
of the force. | 

Commissioner Smith wrote that he 
thought that the commission of crime 
in the county had been materially les- 
sened because of the quickness with 
which the guilty are apprehended and 
because of the watchfulness of Rowan 
and his men, who seek to prevent as 
well as apprehend crime. 

Chief Rowan’s Report. 

Chief Rowan’s report for 1911 
as follows: 

Total number of cases dealt with, 
996; total number of months in the 
chaingang imposed on offenders, 3,397; 
total amount of fines imposed, $24,- 
993.35; total number of arrests for 
other counties, 10; total of sentences 
to the penitentiary, 138 years; number 
sent to reformatory, 2; one life pris- 
oner to the penitentiary; number of 
cases pending, 221. 

Of the last many are justice court 
cases, which have probably been set- 
tled, though the record has not yet 
been completed, 

When Chief Rowan made his first 
report the total number of cases was 
over 1,600. The next year he reduced 
the number to something over 1,200, 
and the last, report shows that the 
number falls ander 1,000. 

At the meeting Wednesday payment 
of the bill for heat in the Thrower 
building was witheld because the clerk 
of the board had found that the meter 
for the county was being used in reg- 
istering heat for the stores on the 
ground floor of the building and be- 
cause the meter could not be gead for 
the county by representatives of the 
steam heat company. 

The clerk was instructed to make a 
list of names of confederate veterans 
applying to the county for aid, as pro- 
vided by law and the cases will be in- 
vestigated by Chief Rowan.

In order to obtain a less bulky aa- 
ministrative force, a number of coun- 
ty committees were consolidated. All 
matters referring to the alms house, 
the industrial farm and juvenile affairs 
will hereafter be referred to the com- 
mittee on almshouse and juvenile af- 
fairs. The committees on legislation, 
finance and minutes have been consol- 
idated under the head of legislation, 
finance and minutes. Public buildings 
and printing and courthouse supplies 
will hereafter go to one committee. 
Matters pertaining to roads and 
bridges will go to the committee on 
public works, and there will be a com- 
mittee on police, quarantine and sani- 
tation—five in all. |

1911 FORGERY LOSSES 
TOTALED $15,000,000 


New York, January 3.—So wide- 
spread has become the crime of forg- 
ery in the United States, and so great 
have been the losses within the last 
‘twelve months that companies issuing 
forgery insurance have adopted the 
most stringent resrictions in issuing 
policies, it was announced here today. 
While no accurate account of the 
losses had been kept, Albert S. Os- 
born, an expert on handwriting, esti- 
mates that they totaled $15,000,000 
through: checks and drafts alone dur- 
ing 1911. 

The chief new restriction now dé- 
manded is that the bank insured shall 
not open an account with anyone not 
known personally to an officer or di- 
rector or whose integrity is not 
vouched for by a depositor. 

A favorite method of fergers recently 
has been to deposit a bogus check, ap- 
parently certified, on a bank remote 


from the depository and withdraw the 
money two or three days later, or be- 
fore it is discovered to be a forgery.

A prominent detec- 
tive agency has had a man on the 
case for the last four weeks, and hls 
report is expected to be made to his 
employers this week. E, L. Pease, the 
detective engaged in the case, has 
spent some time in Valdosta, Hahira 
and in the section where Mr. Clyatt 
disappeared. It is said that he has 
also made a trip to Cuba.since com- 
ing here, presumably on the Clyatt 
investigation, although no authorita- 
tive statement as to the latter has 
been made.

Whittaker, former chief of police and 
political dictator of New Orleans, could 
never face the supreme court. for trial 
for the dozen infamies) he. had com- 
mitted. Physicians said that a higher 
tribunal would settle his case. For ai- 
most two decades the’ lives of these 
men were indissolubly linked. Their 
deaths, it seems, will have come within 
a week, but the death of the one came 
to him as he had lived, with harness 
on his back, active in:the fray of life. 


him dishonored, scorned, loved by none 
and hated by many. The close connec- 
tion between the lives and ‘deaths 
forms a picturesque chapter of New 
Orleans, where all things are pic- 
turesque. 

Joe Leveque’s life was built around 
Whittaker. The career of whittaker 
was built around . Leveque. When 
Whittaker was powerful, Leveque was 
crushed. When Leveque was on the 
ascendant, Whittaker’s doom was 
sealed. Each was the Nemesis of the 
other. 

Leveque was a writer. Whittaker 
was a _ politician. Leveque was the 
champion of purity in New Orleans’ 
public affairs. Whittaker stood for 
anything that could redound to the fi- 
nancial credit and power of the ring 
bosses who ruled New Orleans. 


Ring of Crescent City. 


The Crescent City had for years been 
ruled by as unscrupulous a ring as 
Tweed ever knew. Its power was un- 
disputed, save by a small band of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, who were con- 
temptuously termed “silk stockings.” 
} There was one man, though, not of the 
“silk stockings,’’ and not of the ring. 
He could never have been termed 
saint, but he had the nerve to de- 
nounce the ring methods and the ring 
men. His language was not always 
chaste, but it was certainly stinging. 
And he had an awful bad habit of be- 
ing perfectly willing to shoot it out 
with anybody, who did not like his 
words. 

This man was Dominick O'Malley, 
then editor and owner of The New 
Orleans Item. O’Malley’s denunciation 
became so fervid and his exposes so 
pointed that the people of New Or- 
leans began to wake up. When the 
people showed signs of recovering from 
their lethargy, the bosses became 
alarmed. It would never do for the 
people to wake, . 

There was but one solution. Domi- 

nick O'Malley must go. He must be 
driven from New Orleans. His mouth 
must be shut, and his ink well dried. 
Thus the bosseg planned. 
“But the trouble lay in ‘the method of 
getting rid of Dominick. The O’Malley 
was a decidedly difficult person to 
handle under. any and. all conditions, 
and he had no idea of:.leaving New 
Orleans or of shutting his mouth or of 
letting his penremain idle. And then 
there was that awful willingness on 
his part to shoot it out with any- 
body. : 

There was but one man in New Or- 
leans thought capable of the job by the 
| bosses. That man was Edward 8S. Whit- 
taker. He-hadbeen a police judge of 
the bosses, and had marked his ad- 
ministration with a cruelty and bra- 
vado hitherto unheard of. The bosses 
reasoned Whittaker capable of. any- 
thing, and they reasoned well. Whit- 
taker was the man to get rid of 
O’ Malley. 


Whittaker Is Made Czar. 


An excuse was found for disch rgi 
Chief of Police John Journet. Whittae 
Ker was given the job. O'Malley de- 
nounced the appointment, and in doing 
So, said some things about Whittaker 
that* would have scorched the horns of 
Satan.

Cicero was never more ardent in his 
efforts to cause. the downfall of Cata- 
line than was Leveque in his desire to 
see E. S. Whittaker powerless.

KNIGHT COTTON CASE 
TO U. S. SUPREME COURT 


New Orleans, January 3.—The Unit- 
ed States supreme court will probably 
be called upon for a final determina- 
tion of the ownership of the several 
thousand bales of cotton which the 
trustee of the bankrupt cotton firm of 
Knight, Yancey & Co. has for the past 
year tried to get possession of through 
court order. It was stated here today 
that an appeal will probably be taken 
from the decision of the United States 
circuit court of appeals, which yester- 
day decidec that the cotton involved 
rightfully belonged to the foreign 
spinners to whom it had been shipped 
a few days previous to the failure of 
the firm of Knight, Yancey & Co. 

The question of the spurious bills of 
lading is involved in this Litigation. 
The trustee alleged that the defunct: 
cotton firm . had collected certain 
moneys from the foreign spinners on 
fraudulent bills of lading, and that 
the cotton’ in question was in transit 
On substituted genuine way bills.

Paris, January 3.—The Figaro to- 
day publishes a striking appeal to 
the world in favor of peace, written 
by Captain Louis Marie Julien Viaud, 
best known as Pierre Loti, the fam- 
ous traveler, author and friend of the 
Mohammedan, in which he flays the 
rapacity of Europe in regard to the 
Mohammedans. 

Italy's indefensible seizure of Tri- 
poli and her war on Turkey, says M. 
Loti, are manifestations of this mock- 


ery of modern civilization, which looks 


on tranquilly at massacre, at war and 
the spilling of innocent blood. M. Loti 
compares certain of the European pow: 
érs to hyenas waiting to fill their 
stomachs with the remains of the 
maimed and dying Turkey. He de- 
clares that the time has arrived for 
the Christian world to cease from 
human butchery, for, he says, the 
Christians are the greatest assassins 
of all, killing with words of fratern- 
ity on their lips and destroying with 
fire and shot the old worlds of A'frica 
and Asia and treating like cattle the 
men of the brown and yellow races. 

M. Loti concludes: 

“Wars of conquest, on whatever 
pretext they are undertaken, must be 
stopped or the words of peace, pro- 
gress and arbitration will remain 
empty and derisive and a shame to 
humanity.”

Council Finance Committee 
Works to Relieve City 


Proposed To Assess Real Es- 


tate at 60 Per Cent of Its; 


Value and Relieve Munici- 
pal Shortage in Money Af- 
fairs. 


Judge John 8. Candler, chairman of 
the council finance committee, indi- 
cates that he is to be the Moses to 
lead Atlanta out of financial bondage 
as Was called for by The Constitution 
more than a year ago. 

It looks that way, for Judge Cand- 
ler began yesterday morning to make 
thorough and rigid investigation of 
Atlanta’s financial condition, and 
when he had partially satisfied him- 
self how matters stood he announced: 

“The real estate of Atlanta is going 
to be assessed at 60 per cent of its 
value this year as far as lies in my 
power as chairman of the finance 
committee. This is not being done, 
and that is one reason why Atlanta is 
so short of morey.” 

Judge Candler says he has recog- 
nizgeq the absolute need of more po- 
licemen, better salary for the teach- 
ers, more paved streets and more side- 
walks, better parks, additions to the 
fire department and the improvement 
of several public thoroughfares. 

What Result Will Be. 

“Let the city assess all its real 
estate on a. 60 per cent basis,” con- 
toinued Judge Candler, “and we will 
have all the policemen we need, we 
can pay the teachers better salaries 
and get many of the big: public im- 
provements that are demanded. Our 
tax rate of 11-4 per cent is based on a 
60 per cent assessment. The people 
will not be willing for an increase in 
the tax rate, but I do not think they 
will oppose an assessment of 60 per 
cent on all classes of real estate with- 
out any discrimination.

STOCKS SLUMPED 
ON PROFIT TAKING 


Lost—Market Weak at 
End of Session. 


New York, January 3.—For a time 
after the opening today the stock mar- 
ket wore the same cheerful aspect 
which it assumed during yesterday’s 
Sharp upturn. The opening range of 
prices showed small gains for almost 
all of the standard stocks except the 
Harrimans. The advantage was _ in- 
creased in the first few minutes, with 
&@ pronounced movement among the 
coalers, and Lehigh Walley shot up 
3% points in the first ten minutes. The 
demand was brisk, but before the end 
of the first hour the market had lost 
its gains. During the remainder of 
the day it fell back and in the late 
session it became really weak, 

The day’s movement in general was 
ascribed to profit-taking. The increase 
in public buying, which was noted yes- 
terday, failed to develop to sizeable 
proportions. The professional traders 
apparently held the view that in these 
uncertain times it was best to take 
profits while they were in sight wait- 
ing for them to grow. Stocks bought 
on the rise yet were thrown back of 
the market today and as prices fell 
there was some short selling. 

The wires which Kept Wall street 
with its ‘agents in Washington were 
busy with a varied collection of polit- 
ical reports and prophesies largely 
concerning tariff legislation. Uncer- 
tainty as to the extent to which tariff 
revision may be carried and as to its 
effects upon securities, doubtless was 
'an underlying cause. for the reaction 
|}in prices: Until the political situation 
is relleved of some of its obscurity the 
trading element in Wall street prob- 
ably will hesitate to enter the market 
for a prolonged campaign on either 
side, 

The Harriman stocks were the weak 
features in the more prominent issues. 
Union Pacific,.in particular, was under 
pressure of the same nature as that 
which has been noted at: frequent in- 
tervals during recent weeks and lost 
nearly two points. A number of 
other standard issues lost a point or 
more, although the gains made yes- 
terday were not entirely marked off. 
The upward rush on Lehigh Valley 
early in the day was said to be aimed 
largely at the shorts in this stock, re- 
sulting in some forced covering. 

Among the less active movements 
were widest. Virginia Iron lost 7% 
points, more than the amount of yes- 
terday’s spurt. Great Northern Ore, 
Amrrican Can preferred and Interbor- 
ough Metropolitan preferred, all of 
which have shown the effects of the 
unusually active speculation recently, 
developed considerable weakness. 
Pittsburg, C., C. & St. Louis was again 
active. The movement in this issue, 
which has been under way for two 
days gave rise to considerable conjec- 
ture as to its meaning. The pre- 
ferred stock rose 5% points, extending 
its advance in two days to 13 points.
